Quaint imprints of differ- 
ent artists appear on the pages, but evidently the history of 
only a single life isset forth. The books apparently present 
the cumulative labor of years, and they have been preseryed 
with much care by their aboriginal owner as if esteemed by 
him of great value. The mark of the deadly bullet which 
suddenly cut short his career gives striking emphasis to the 
close of a life which must have been one continued tragedy.”

RECENT DEATHS. 


THE LATE CADET MIDSHIPMAN CHARLES CABANISS. 


Of this young officer, whose melancholy death we have 


already reported, a shipmate writes to us from the U.S. 
steamer Swatara, Kobe, Japan, January 21, as follows: 
‘‘ uring his sixteen months of service on this vessel he 
had entirely won the hearts of both officers and men. He 
was of noble, manly form, fully six feet in height, and ad- 
mirably proportioned. His frank, open, handsome counte- 
nance always lighted up with a smile when addressed ; and 
he possessed one of those joyous dispositions, to whom it is a 
a constant delight to exist. His great, warm heart never 
harbored a selfish or envious feeling, and his tongue never 
gave utterance to an unworthy sentiment. He was extremely 
temperate both in speech and actions, and with his regular 
habits and splendid physique bade fair to live to more than 
the allotted span of life. His attention to his duties was 
exceptional, and he seemed to care nothing for the diver- 
sions usually so eagerly sought for on shore. He was 
devoted to his profession, and spent his entire time in per 
fecting his knowledge of every branch of it. His career was 
watched with the greatest pride and interest by all his 
superiors, and he was about to be assigned to a position upon 
the admiral’s staff as a compliment to bis sterling character 
asa gentleman and in recognition of his efficiency as an 
officer. Take him allin all, he had few equals, and in his 
death the service has lost one of its brightest ornaments, 
and his bereaved parents a noble and dutiful son. When 
he fell upon the deck, pierced by the fatal bullet, strong men 
wept and unfamiliar tears sprang to the eyes of old, weather 
beaten sailors, who had passed through many trying scenes 
of danger and death. Deep gloom has settled upon his 
shipmates, which will not be dissipated during the remainder 
of the cruise, and the old Swatara will never be the same to 
them again. A SHIPMATE.” 

The following extract from a private letter, received by a 
gentleman Feb. 20, from Gunner Andrew Harman, attached 
tothe U. S. steamer Swatara, dated Kobe, Japan, January 
21, 1882, gives the particulars of this sad affair : 

I regret to inform you that a very sad calamity happened 
on board our ship the day before yesterday (19th inst.), at 
about 9.45 A. M., while the crew were drilling at quarters. 
Cadet Midshipman Charles Cabaniss was instantly shot dead 
by a rifle ball cartridge. It was accidentally done by Ensign 
James P. Parker, who was at the time instructing one of bis 
men belonging to his division. He was a recrnit, who had 
recently shipped at Yokobama, and Mr. Parker was instruct 
ing bim in loading the magazine rifle, previous to going on 
shore to target practice. Mr. Parker had loaded the maga- 
zine with fine ball cartridges, and was showing the new re- 
cruit how to manipulate it, when by some means the trigger 
was pulled, and Mr. Cabaniss, who was a short distance 
from bim in the port gangway, was instantly shot dead. He 
never uttered a word after he fell. The ball entered his left 
arm, then passed through both sides. He was standing side- 
wavs at the time, instructing a steerage boy, Wm. Childs, in 
single stick exercise, After the ball passed through Mr. 
Cabaviss it entered Childs’s back, below the left shoulder 
blade, and then entered the opposite side and lodged there. 

» scarcely felt the pain. The doctor immediately ex- 
tracted the ball, and he is now walking around the decks, 
Our captain immediately telegraphed to the admiral to ascer- 
tain what todo with the remains. He received orders to 
have his body embalmed. The doctor could not on account 
of all the arteries having been severed and his body would 
not retain the liquid that was injected. We buried him yes- 
terday afternoon, at 4.30 o'clock, with all the funeral honors. 
Most every officer and man from our ship attended his fune- 
ral, besides the crew and officers of the English gunboat 
Fiying Fish. There were a great many Europeans and Jap- 
anese at the grave-yard. The minister who read the se.- 
vices made a very affecting prayer. Mr. Cabaniss was greatly 
loved by the officers and crew ; he was a very fiae young 
officer. It will be very sad news for his parents. Ensign 
Parker feels very low-spirited after the sad affair. 

CAPTAIN GEORGE W. BRADLEY, A. Q. M. 

Capt. Geo. W. Bradley, assistant quartermaster, U.S. A., 
died at Philadelpbia, Pa., Feb, 21, of heart disease. The 
deceased officer was a native of New York State. On the 
26th of November, 1862, he received an appointment as 
captain and assistant quartermaster of volunteers, and 
served with honor during the war, being promoted lieuten- 
ant-colonel Sept. 17, 1864, and colonel Nov. 7, 1864, under 
the acts of July 17, 1862, and July 4, 1864, respectively. On 
the 13th of March, 1865, he was brevetted major, lieutenant- 
colonel, and colonel of volunteers for ‘ faithful and merito 
rious service during the war.” On the 4th of November, 
1865, he was appointed captain and assistant quartermaster 
in the Regular Army, and vacated his volunteer commission 
Nov. 14, 1865, and was relieved as colonel and quartermaster 
Oct. 18, 1866. Since the war he has served in various re- 
sponsible capacities, and at the time of his death was on 
duty under Gen. Rucker at Philadelphia in charge of trans-

CASUALTIES OF THE REBELLION. 


In his speech on the Arrears of Pension Act, Mr. 
Ingalls said: ‘‘I venture to say that but very few of us 
are aware of the proportions which the casualty list 
reached in the War of the Rebellion. There were, as 
appears from the returns in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, among the Union soldiers, 335,000 deaths in bat- 
tle or in hospital from wounds and from diseases; there 
were discharged for disability—that is, disability re- 
sulting from wounds or diseases before the expiration of 
the term of service—285,545; making a grand total of 
pensionable cases, prima facie, appearing on the rolls of 
the War Department itself, of 620,545. That is to say, 
assuming that every man who died had some dependent 
relative, or that every man who was discharged for dis- 
ability had a claim upon the Government for compen- 
sation, there were 620,545 prima facie cases entitled to 
pensions, as shown by the records of the adjutant and 
surgeon generals. How many do you suppose have 
been pensioned since 1861 by reason of disability re- 
ceived or death incurred in the Union Army? Three 
hundred and eighty-seven thousand six hundred and 
sixty-four only. So that if you take from the rolls nuw 
shown by the War Department of prima facie pension- 
able cases those that have been pensioned from 1861 
down to the 30th of last June, there are still remainip 
232,881 pensionable cases that never have nonwed at 
I think that is a monumental fact. I think it is a con- 
clusive and satisfactory answer to the allegations that 
are made that our pension list has been swollen to enor- 
mous and gigantic disproportion by fraudulent applica 
tions.

GARRISON DUTIES IN MIXED COMMANDS. 
H, Q. A. A. G. O., Wasmineron, Feb. 20, 1882. 
Col. J. O. Kelton, A. A. G., Hdqrs. M. D. of the Pacific : 

Sie : In reply to your letter of the Ist inst. relative to de- 
tails for guard duty at a post garrison by a light battery and 
p Foyt bene ———— a coe asking a decision 
as proper construction of par. of the Regulations 
bearing on the subject, I have the honor to consmueteate for 

informaiion the following decision of the General of 
Fn to whom yuur — was submitted : 

‘ stable park guard of a light battery, in- 
cluding the battery officer of the day, is for shvinas susie 
under the exclasive control of the battery commander, sub- 
ject of course to the higher authority of the post commander. 

“It thus a separate body from the main guard of the 
post, te mounted independently of the latter, but at 
such time and place as may be prescribed by the post com- 
mander. Light Artillery Tactics, paragraph 976, prescribes 
the manner of mounting this guard. 

“The guard being thas solely for the battery itself, the 
roster for it is naturally under control of the battery com- 
mander, and is not included in the post roster for guard 
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rapt:

“Ta reference to the general duties of the post, it is but 
common justice that a battery should have i's due share. 
“ The only question is, how to arrive at this, having in view 
peculiar nature of battery service and the object for 
which baiterics are chiefly maintained in time of peace, 
Army Regulations (codified) in the paragraph referred to iv 
this communication recognizes a difference between battery 
service and that of other troups by exempting both officers 
aud men from details, which will remove them from, or in- 
terfere with their battery functious. The wording of this pa- 


ragraph is not absolute, but states that both officers and men 
will generally (meaning usually) be exempt, * * * and the 
men will not be detailed for extra duty in the staff depart- 
ments, nor for other duty interfering with battcry duties if 
it can be avoided. 

**The post commander in applying this regulation to the 
affvirs of his post is the judge of the extent to which the 
exemption mentioned is to apply. 

“Tactics prescribe that drivers shall groom their own 
horses. Superoumerary horses are groomed by cannoveers 
detailed for the purpose. (This should be at the rate of one 
cannoneer to two horses), and a corporal is detailed to su- 
perintend these. A cannoneer for each platoon is detailed 
for grooming the horses of the two chiefs of sections be- 
longing to the platoon. Trumpeters groom their own 
horses. 

** The duties eoguues of the stable sergeant and of the 
chiefs of sections should relieve them of post details. 

“The above embrace all of a battery who, except under 
the most extraordinary circumstances, should be exempt 
from post guard duty The list furthermore furnishes an 
ample supply for stable guard duty. When a sentinel is re- 
quired over the park cannoneers can be added to give the 
required strength to the battery roster. 

** Deducting the foregoing from the strength of a battery 
leaves a margin of cannoneers available (when necessary) 
ae guard duty. When a large number of other troops 
aré*at the post this necessity does not exist, but in the case 
mentioned in the communication it obviously doe-, and the 
battery should furnish from its cannoneers a due proportion 
for post guard duty. The post commander, concurring with 
the battery commander, and exercising a due sense of 
justice, will be able to fix upon the proper number of 
cannoneers to be added to the post guard roster. 

‘*A like principle should govern in detailing officers from 
the battery for post officer of the day duty. When the offi- 
cer of the day happens to be also battery officer of the day, 
he can perform both duties without detriment to the service, 
or much inconventence to himself. 

“The detachments of cannoneers should not be depleted 
by guard details to the extent of rendering the detachments 
inefficient for the service of the pieces—that is the proper 
number of cannoneers should always be present {or proper 
battery instruction. It may therefore be advisable, when 
the whole battery is to exercise, to take the cannoneers tem- 
porarily from the guard for chis purpose. This was formerly 
@ common practice and the service has never suffered 
from it. 

“The principles governing guard duty should likewise 
apply to the police. 

‘In answer to the question: ‘ How far will any instruc- 
tions that may be given in r-gard to officers of the day duty 

by light battery officers apply to the officers of cavalry,’ it is 
sufficient to say that as tactics and regulations are not so 
specific on this point for cavalry as for light artillery, it is 
proper to refer to the customs of service, which are—to 
cavalry at least—well understood. As no complaints are 
known to exist against these customs, and no suggestions 
made as to modifying them, it is fair to assume that they are 
correct and proper, irrespective of what is prescribed for 
light artillery. 

‘Jn answer to the question whether Regan’s Manual of 
Guard Duty is to be considered authority, and to govern 
post commanders in this matter, it is considered that, while 
that work is one of excellent design, as a beok of instruction 
it is not to be taken as authority in the sense in which that 
term is generally used in the Army. 

“Upon the particular points raised it is not entirely 
specitic and full, and, besides, departs slightly from tactics 
and regulations, which of course murt always govern.”

THE DUTY OF POST COMMANDERS. 


Last week we briefly referred to Gen. Sherman’s letter of 
February 16 to the commanding officer, Fort Wallace, who 
desired certain modifications of the “liquor order” (24 of 
1881). It is not stated what the modifications recommended 
are, but they are presumed to advocate greater stringency, 
for Gen. Sherman’s letter is as follows : 

Hpgns. or Tur A, G. O., Wasutnaton, Feb. 16, 1882. 
The Commanding Officer, Fort Wallace, Kansas : 

Sie: Referring to your letter of January 18, 1882, reoom- 
mending certain modifications in General Orders No. 24 of 
1881 from this office, prohibiting the sale of liquors at wili- 
tary posts, I am instructed by the General of the Army to 
communicate for your information the following obser- 
vations : 

Considering the power a post commander has to preserve 
order and exact obedience from al! under his command, 
there should be no difficulty in requiring a post trader, who 
is in all respects subject to the rules and regulations for the 
government of the Army, to strictly observe all orders 
given him. 

If post commanders will give that personal attention to 
the execution of all orders, especially those affecting the 
good order and well being of their commands, which is ex- 
pected of them, they would find it by no means difficult to 
correct the abuses complained of in the letter of the Com- 
manding Officer, Fort Wallace. If traders, under the name 
of wine and beer, sell or barter deleterious intoxicating or 
other hurtful drinks, a simple order or inspection wonld 
most likely correct the abuse. if this would not accom- 
— it, more positive action would produce the desired 
result. 

The most carefully considered and well drawn order is of 
no avail unless those whose duty it is to see it execnted give 
a hearty support to the authority making the order and a 
personal attention to its execution. 

If commanding officers will give their thought and atten- 
tion to the execution of an order and to overcoming obsta- 
cles to its application, discipline will be improved, and they 
will at least have the satisfaction of having in good faith car- 
ried out the orders of their superiors.

DIVISION AND DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Department of the Columbia.—The prevalence of small 
pox in the vicinity of Fort Vancouver has compelled Gene- 
ral Miles to establish a strict sz.all pox quarantine for the 
protection of the troons on the reservation. He lirects as 
follows: No steamooats will be allowed to land at the Quar- 
termaster's depot wharf, except they have business with the 
military officials - all communication between the reservation 
and the town of Vancouver and the adjacent country, not 
absolutely necessary, will be discontinued and prohibited ; 
all officers, their families and employees connected with De- 
partment headquarters and the depots will strictly conform 
to and be ,overned by such rules of quarantine as may be 
established by the post commander pursuant hereto; all 
necessary communications with the town must be through 
the means of dnly autoorized parties having a written per- 
mit to pass, which permits. in the case of employees at De- 
partment headquarters and the depots, must be counter- 
signed by the adjutant general of the Department ; parties 
having such permits will be strictly instructed by their imme- 
diate commanders to mingle as little as possible with people 
in the town, or with people on the reservation. General 
Miles also enjoins upon all persons under military control 
the strictest possible observance of the quarantine regula- 
tions, with a view to prevent the imtroduction of smal! pox 
uvon the reservation, or, if unfortunately introduced. to en- 
able it to be isolated and controlled by the medica! officers. 





Department of Arizona.—The War Department being in- 
formed, Feb. 18, by tho Indian Bureau, that there is danger 
at the San Carlos Agency from the Chiricahuas Indians re- 
turning from Mexico, General Sherman directed General 
Willcox. commanding the Department of Arizona, to give 
proper protection to the agency.

A NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 


Ow Jan. 18 the latest construction of Yarrow and Co. 
in the line of. torpedo boats was tried in England, the 
measured mile speed being the highest ever officially 
recorded, namely, 22.46, or v nearly 26 miles an 
hour ; even this performance is said to have been slightly 
beaten in a private trial. She is‘fitted with a bow rud- 
der, by the aid of which she can be turned round almost 
in her own length; and the screw has been so designed 
as to give great backing pee. A simple and ingenious 
arrangement bas been introduced to — the fire 
being put out should the stoke-hole be hed, which 
was done several times iu the course of the experiments 
without in any way affecting the fire. As the little 
vessel is intended for service at sea, she has a neatly- 
fitted cabin, with sofas, which will accommodate four 
officers, while forward as many as eight men can be 
berthed with tolerable comfort. It would be quite pos- 
sible for such a vessel to remain at sea for a week; and 
she can carry coal enough to steam about 1,000 miles 
at a moderate speed. She is expected to go to the 
Mediterranean under steam. 

The Lngineer says of her: ‘* We have said that she 
is the fastest craft afloat, and it might, be supposed that 
this result is due in some measure to her com tively 
large dimensions. It is ordinarily ° med tbat, other 
things being equal, the larger a ship is the more easily 
will she be propelled; that is to say, that the resistance 
of a steamship does not increase so rapidly as her di- 
mensions. ‘This law holds good with torpedo boats up 
to about 15 knots; and Mr. Yarrow has found that at 
that speed a boat 100 feet long and displacing about 25 
tons can be propelled with absolutely—not compara- 
tively — less power than a boat displacing 15 tons. But 
after 15 knots have been reached a néw law appears to 
come into operation, and the resistance of, the 25-ton 
toat is just the same et nein Of nearly the 
same, as that of a boat of 15 tons, is of 
= anomalous results obtained at exceptionally high 
velocities.”

The upper part of the bay is 
rather confined, and by the time the sbip finally brought up 
her stern was close to a rocky ledge, whereup 
raised, both anchors weighed, and she stood tur sea by the 
narrow pass of the Boca Chica, When fairly out at sea, the 
ship was put under short sai!, tires banked, and the screw un- 
coupled—the wind rising to the force of a strong gale and 
the sea running very heavy. At daylight wore sbip and 
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stood for Sabanilla Bay, arriving same afternoon, having 
split the jib all to pieces in a squall. Sails of ship worn 
out. 

The village of Sabanilla is no longer a place of any im- 
portance. The settlement in the bay is Salgar, where the 
railway from Baranquilla terminates. A large amount of 
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trade centres here, aud nine lines 
port of call, securing good freight.

The U. 8. Vice Consul, Mr. Robt. Conn, came down from 
Baranquilla, and through his agency the Government rail-

advantageously expended than at any other point on the 
Atlantic coast. Is it not the part of wisdom to realize the 
necessity of building up this yard, and to Jose no time in 
commencing the work? I would recommend the appoint- 
ment, by the Navy Department, of a board of officers to 
carefully examine this property, and make plans for its 
growth and development into a first class Navy-yard. 
[he Connecticut papers are agog with the prospect of a 
great Navy-yard at New London. The Hartford Courant 
says: ‘* We have it upon the best authority that Congressman 
Wait has introduced a bill upon consultation with Admiral 
Nichols, appropriating #200,000, and that it has been referred 
to a sub-committee of the appropriations committee and 
that Mr. Wait thinks all the signs are favorable for its 
passage. .. . Every consideration should prompt the Con- 
necticut press, Connecticut men, and the Conneeticut legisia- 
ture to unite in sustaining the recommendations of Admiral 
Nichols and upholding the hands of Congressman Wait.

THE JEANNETTE PARTY. 


Szorrtrary Honr received, Feb. 20, a letter from Mr. 
Hoffman at St. Petersburg, giving more in detail the 
particulars heretofore received by telegraph in reference 
to the condition of Lieut. Danenhower and his party at 
Irkutsk. It appears that the reason why Engineer 
Melville was placed in command of the party was 
because of the physical incapacity of Lieut. Danen- 
hower to perform the duties of the office. It is now 
believed that Lieut. Danenhower’s health, as well as 
that of the other members of his party, is being 
gradually restored. The conclusions diawn from this 
despatch, the supposed substance of which has been 
published, that Lieut, Danenhower had been suffering 
from an aberration of mind, are entirely incorrect. No 
mental disability is reported; Lieut. Danenhower was 
rendered incapacitated from duty by the condition of 
his eyes. 

A later despatch from St. Petersburg, Feb. 23, re- 
ports that Lieut. Harber and Master Scheutze, of the 
U. 8. Navy, left on that date for Inkutsk, by way of 
Orenburg. They will proceed down the river Lena in 
M. Sibirakoff’s steamer and along the coast to the east 
in search of thé Jeannette’s third boat. Lieut. Danen- 
hower starts from Irkutsk for St. Petersburg in a few 
days.

The post commander, concurring with 
the battery » and a due seuse of 
justice. will be able to fix upon the proper number of 
cannoneers to be added to the post guard roster. 

“A like ple should govern in officers from 

post officer of the day duty. When the offi- 
cer of the day happens to be also baitery officer of the day, 
he can perform both duties without detriment to the service, 
or much inconvenience to bimeelf. 

“The detachments of cannoneers should not be depleted 
by guard details to the extent of rendering the detachments 
inefficient for the service of the pieces—that is the proper 
number of cannoneers should always be present for proper 
battery instruction. It may therefore be advisable, when 
the whole battury is to pinn By to take the cannoneers tem- 
porarily from the guard for chis purpose. This was formerly 
* common practice and the service has never suffered 


from it. 
“The er governing guard duty should likewise 
apply to the police. 

“In answer to the question: ‘ How far will any instruc- 
tions that may be given ia r-gard to officers of the day duty 
by light battery otticers apply to the officers of cavalry,’ it is 
sufficient to sey that as tactics and regulations are not so 
specifics on this point for cavalry as for light artillery, it is 
proper to refer to the customs of service, which are—to 
cavalry at leust—well understood. As no complaints are 
known to exist against these customs, and no suggestions 
made as to modifyiog them, it is fair to assume that they are 
correct and proper, irrespective of what is prescribed for 
light artillery. 

‘Jn answer to the question whether Regan’s Manual of 
Guard Duty is to be considered authority, and to govern 
pst commanders in this mutter, it is considered that, while 
that work 1s one of excellent design, as a beok of instruction 
it is not to be taken as authority in the sense in which that 
term is generally used in the Army. 

“Upon the perticular points raised it is not entirely 
specitic and besides, departs slightly from tactics 
aud regulations, which of course must always govern.”

THE DUTY OF POST COMMANDERS. 


Last week we briefly referred to Gen. Sherman’s letter of 
February 16 to the commanding officer, Fort Wallace, who 
desired certain modifications of the “liquor order” (24 of 
1831). It is not stated what the modifications recommended 
are, but they are presumed to advocate greater stringency, 
for Gen. Sherman’s letter is as follows :

The Commanding Officer, Fort Wallace, Kansas : 

Sir: Referring to your letter of January 18, 1882, recom- 
mending certain mcditications in General Orders No. 24 of 
1881 from this office, prohibiting the sale of liquors at mili- 
tary posts, I am instructed by the General of the Army to 
communicate for your information the following obser- 
vations : 

Considering the power a post commander has to preserve 
order and exact obedience from all under his command, 
there should be no difficulty in sone @ post trader, who 
is in all respects subject to the rules and regulations for the 
— of the Army, to strictly observe all orders 

ven him. 

{f post commanders will give that personal attention to 
the execution of all orders, especially those affecting the 
good order and well being of their commands, which is ex- 
pected of tLem, they would find it by no means difficult to 
correct the abuses complained of in the letter of the Com- 
manding Officer, Fort Wallace. If traders, under the name 
of wine and beer, sell or barter deleterious intoxicating or 
other hurtful drinks, a simple order or inspection wonld 
most likely correct the abuse. if this would not accom- 
plish it, more positive action would produce the desired 


result.

Departrent of the Columbia.—The prevalence of suiall 
pox in the vicinity of Fort Vancouver bas compelled Geve- 
ral Miles to establish a strict s=.all pox quarantine for the 
protection of the troons on the rerervation. He lirecta as 
follows: No «teamooats will be sliowed to land at the Quar- 
termaster's depot wharf. exopt they have business with fhe 
military officials - all oommanicstion bet ween the reservation 
end the town of Vancouver and the adjacent country. not 
absolutely neces<ary. will be discontinued and prohibited ; 
all officers, their families snd employees connected with De- 
ment beadquarters and the depots wi!l strictly conform 
‘0 and be ,overned by «uch rales of quarantine as may be 
established by the post commander pursuant hereto; all 
necesssry communications with the town must be through 
the means of daly autaorized parties having a written per- 
mit to pass, which permits. in the case of employees at De- 
partment marters and the depots, must be counter- 
signed by the ntaot gest of the Department ; parties 
having such permits will be strictly instructed by their imme- 
diate commanders to mingle as little as possible with people 
in the town, or with people on the reservation. Geueral 
Miles also enjoins upon all persons uoder military control 
the strictest possible observance of the quarantine regula- 
tions, with a view to prevent the introduction of small pox 
unon the reservation, or, if unfortunately introduced, to en- 
able it to be isolated and controlled by the medical officers. 





Department of Arizona.—The War Department being in- 
formed, Feb. 18, by tho Indian Bureau, that there is danger 
at the San Carlos Agency from the Chiricahuas Indians re- 
tnroing from Mexico, General Sherman directed General 
Willcox. commandinz the Department of Arizona, to give 
proper protection to the agency.

A NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 


On Jan. 18 the latest construction of Yarrow and Co. 
in the line of torpedo boats was tried in England, the 
measured mile speed being the highest ever officially 
recorded, namely, 22.46, or very nearly 26 miles an 
hour ; even this performance is said to have we f 
beaten in a private trial. She is fitted with a bow rud- 
der, by the aid of which she can be turned round almost 
in her own length; and the screw has been so designed 
as to give great backing power. A simple and ingenious 
arrangement has been introduced to vent the fire 
being put out should the stoke-hole be drowned, which 
was done several times in the course of the experiments 
without in any way affecting the fire. AAs the little 
vessel is intended for service at sea, she has a neatly- 
fitted cabin, with sofas, which will accommodate four 
officers, while forward us many as eight men can be 
berthed with tolerable comfort. It would be quite pos- 
sible for such a vessel to remain at sea for a week; and 
she can carry coal enough to steam about 1,000 miles 
at a moderate speed. She is expected to go to the 
Mediterranean under steam. 
_ The Engineer says of her: ‘‘ We have said that she 
is the fastest craft afloat, and it might be supposed that 
this result is due in some measure tu her comparatively 
large dimensions. It is ordinarily assume’ that, other 
things being equal, the larger a ship is the more easily 
will she be propelled; that is to say, that the resistance 
of a steamship does not increase so rapiily as her di- 
mensions. This Jaw holds good with torpedo boats up 
to about 15 knots; and Mr. Yarrow has found that at 
that speed a boat 100 feet long and displacing about 25 
tons can be propelled with absolutely—vot compara- 
tively~ less power than a boat displacing 15 tons. But 
after 15 knots have been reached a new law appears to 
come into cperation, and the resistance of the 25-ton 
toat is just the same proportionately, or nearly the 
same, as that of a boat of 15 tons. This is another of 
the anomalous results obtained at exceptionally high 
velocities.”

On the 2d, not being able to reach Sabanilla Bay before 
night, anchored in the harbor of Santa Martha—communi- 
cated with the authorities of the port, the U. 8S. Consular 
Agent (Mr. Andrews) being absent. Trade there all but 
dead, owing to chronic disturbances of the district, which 
have driven the leading merchants and nearly all the capital 
of the place to Baranquilla on the Magdalena River. No 
vessels in port—the regular steam line which call to deliver 
mails and goods get little or no freight in return. When the 
Vandalia anchored in Sauta Martha the wind was strong 
from E. N. E., and the barometer unusually low for the 
sesson of trade winds. That night about 11 o’clock it came 
on to blow very hard in fierce squalls from E. to E. N. E., 
and the ship dragged her anchor, whereupon a second was 
let go, which also dragged. The upper part of the bay is 
rather confined, and by the time the sbip finally brought up 
her stern was close to a rocky ledge, whereupon steam was 
raised, both anchors weighed, and she stood tor sea by the 
narrow pass of the Boca Chica. When fairly out at sea, the 
ship was put under chort sai!, fires banked, and the screw un- 
coupled—the wind rising to the force of a strong gale and 
the sea running very heavy. At daylight wore sbip and 
stood for Sabanilla Bay, arriving same afternoon, having 
split the jib all to pieces in a squall. Sails of ship worn 
out. 

The villege of Sabanilla is no longer a place of any im- 
portance. ‘T'he settlement in the bay is Salgar, where the 
railway from Baranquilla terminates. A large amount of 
trade centres here, and nine lines of steamers make this a 
port of call, securing good freight. All letters directed to 
Sabanilla go to Baranquilla. 

The U. 8. Vice Consul, Mr. Robt. Conn, came down from 
Baranquilla, and through his agency the Government rail- 
way was placed fully at the disposition of the officers of the 
Va..dilia, While at Baranquilla Capt. Meade cailed on the 
Colombian authorities, and on his return was accompanied 
in the train to Salgar (13 miles), by Gen. Rivcon (com- 
mander of the national troops), and bis entire staff—a mark 
of respect,to our Government which Capt. Meade suggests 
should be made kuown to the Department of State. During 
the short stay of the Vandalia the greatest courtesy was 
shown by every official with whom Capt. Meade had inter- 
course. 

It is in contemplation to extend the railway by a viaduct 
from Salgar to the N. W. point of Verde Island, so as to 
allow large vessels to go alongside of the wharf to be con- 
structed there, thus avoiding lighterage, but it will be some 
years probably before this can be effected. Four small sail- 
ing vessels in the Magdalena River, below Baraaquilla, all of

FESTIVITIES AT ANNAPOLIS. 


A LarGE and brilliant company was assembled in the ball 
room of the Executive Mansion on Monday night, Feb. 20, to 
witness the performance of ‘‘The Ladies’ Battle,” a three- 
act comedy, translated from the celebrated French drama, 
‘*Un Duel en Amour ;”’ scene in France, 1812, immediately 
after the first Empire. The characters were Messrs. Sears 
and Mattice, of the Navy; Nelson and Stockett, of the An- 
napolis bar, Miss Lizzie Welsh, and Miss Julia Hamilton, all 
members of the social club recently organized in this city. 
The parts were admirably acted ; stage beautifully arranged; 
music furnished by the Naval Academy Band, Prof. Schoff, 
and the visitors were seated by ushers in evening dress, gen- 





placed as soon as possible. 

In his report, Admiral Nichols, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, recommends au annual appropriation of 
$200,000 to complete the New London Navy-yard, of which 
he says : I think it is well to look forward to the time when 
an irresistible pressure will be brought upon the Government 
by the cities of Boston, New York, and Brooklyn for the 
possession of the land now occupied as Navy-yards in their 
vicinity, Nearly midway between New York end Boston, 
viz., at New London, we have a piece of property presented 
by the State of Connecticut, admirably located for the 
establishment of a first-class Navy yard, and containing 
within itself a large part of the material necessary to its 
building up, and where money may be very much more 
advantageously expended than at any other point on the 
Atlantic coast. Is it not the part of wisdom to realize the 
necessity of building up this yard, and to lose no time in 
commencing the work? I would recommend the appoint- 
ment, by the Navy Department, of a board of officers to 
carefully examine this property, and make plans for its 
growth and development into a first class Navy-yard. 
The Connecticut papers are agog with the prospect of a 
great Navy-yard at New London. The Hartford Courant 
says: ‘* We have it upon the best authority that Congressman 
Wait has introduced a bill upon consuitaton with Admiral 
Nichols, appropriating $200,000, and that it has been referred 
to a sub-committee of the appropriations committee and 
that Mr. Wait thinks all the sigos are favorable for its 
passage. . . . Every consideration should prompt the Con- 
necticut press, Connecticut men, and the Conneeticut legisla- 
ture to unite in sustaining the recommendations of Admiral 
Nichols and upholding the hands of Congressman Wait. 
There is reason to believe that by proper effort Connecticut 
can now secure the great Navy-yard of the country, and 
that the general assembly would be warranted in appropriate 
action in the name of the State now and at once, to urge 
upon Congress the utilization of that magnificent gift upon 
the Thames presented to the United States by this State 
fifteen years ago.” 

In response to a circular sent out by the Secretary of the 
General Time Convention asking for communications bearing 
upon the matter of a standard time for the railways of the 

nited States and Canada, Admiral John Rodgers, Superin- 
tendent of the United States Naval Observatory, has written 
& very interesting letter. In closing it he says: I beg leave 
{o recommend that in the railroad guides the time of Wash- 
ington, the national meridian of the U. 8., be published 
Opposite to the movements of through trains, leaving the 
trains to run on Boston time or Ogden or San Francisco, or 
such other time as the directors may prefer. This plan in- 
vades no right now enjoyed ; it changes no practice ; it only 
adds to the tables a few columns of figures. I would also 
recommend that the clocks at railroad stations be furnished 
With two sets of hsnds, gilt hands for Washington time and 
black hands for local time. These hands, separated by a 
constant difference equal to the differences of longitude, 
will always show at a glance the time required, whether local 
or Washington.

THE JEANNETTE PARTY. 


Szorerary Hont received, Feb. 20, a letter from Mr. 
Hoffman at St. Petersburg, giving more in detail the 
particulars heretofore received by telegraph in reference 
to the condition of Lieut. Danenhower and his party at 
Irkutsk. It appears that the reason why Engineer 
Melville was placed in command of the party was 
because of the physical incapacity of Lieut. Danen- 
hower to perform the duties of the office. It is now 
believed that Lieut. Danenhower’s health, as well as 
that of the other members of his party, is being 
gradually restored. The conclusions diawn from this 
despatch, the supposed substance of which has been 
published, that Lieut. Danenhower had been suffering 
from an aberration of mind, are entirely incorrect. No 
mental disability is reported; Lieut. Danenhower was 
rendered incapacitated from duty by the condition of 
his eyes.

EUROPEAN WAR CLOUDS. 


Tue speech recently delivered by Gen. Skobeleff to 
the Servian students, on the anniversary of the fall of 
Geok Tepe, has been like a bomb thrown into the 
diplomatic councils of Europe. There is no mistaking 
the directness and force of his words; they are Bis- 
marckian in their frankness and fearlessness; and if 
Lieut. Green 1s right in his estimate of Skobeleff as the 
coming soldier of Europe, they are of no little import- 
ance, so far as concerns this rising young general’s 
eagerness to seek war with Germany when the occasion 
offers and when Russia calls. Gen. Skobeleff said: 
‘In this age it has been our lot to experience the fact 
that the stronger, to all appearance, of two Powers, has 
established relations dased on blood and iron, and that 
might governs right. Gentlemen, it is most significant 
that such an official recognition of illegality, actually 
committed, had never occurred in earlier history.” 
There is unquestionably here a distinct reference to 
Germany. Of course it is absurd enough to find a Rus- 
sian general like Skobeleff, so often a foremost figure in 
the grasping policy of the greatest annexationist in the 
Old World, talking in this strain. Nevertheless, his 
purpose and sentiment may still be perfectly sincere. 
He proceeds to say: ‘‘ Patriotic hearts must experience 
a sensation of great delight when the course of events 
leads into error a sagacious and talented enemy of the 
Fatherland. This feeling is one of peculiar pleasure, 
when one finds oneself in the midst of those who, by 
their labors and gallantry, and with their blood, aided 
in drawing that enemy into the committing of a mis- 
take.” The allusion here is somewhat covert, some of 


the English people thinking they might take it to them- 


After calling attention to the mistake made by ‘‘our 
highly talented enemy, Sir Henry Rawlinson,” in his 
predictions in 1875, that further advance in Central Asia 
would cost Russia her political power there, Gen. Sko- 
beleff enlarged on the gallantry of the Russian troops in 
the Gevk Tepe campaign. Then he went back to his 
favorite theme, the necessity of Panslavism to encounter 
the rise of Teutonism, and after referring to the struggle 
for faith and nationality now going on upon the shores 
of the Adriatic, concluded as follows: ‘‘I will not 
express all my meaning, gentlemen. My heart aches. 
But our faith in the historical mission of Russia is our 
consolation and our strength. Long live the Emperor.” 

Of course this speech has excited great stir in Berlin 
and Vienna, where its sentiments are denounced, and 
in St. Petersburg, where there seems to be some differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to it. Gen. Skobeleff has 
said to an interviewer in Paris that he spoke to the stu- 
dents only as an individual, and without official signifi- 
cance. The suggestion has been made that the young 
general only mixed too many wines at his dinner. But 
he seems to have expressly guarded against this natu- 
ral comment in this passage of his speech : 

I have one thing more to say to you, gentlemen; but allow 
me here to exchange my beaker with wine for a tumbler with 
water, and I call upon you all to bear witness that neither I 
nor any one of us is or can be speaking on this occasion un- 
der any abnormal influence. 

We live at a time when even Cabinet secrets are badly 
kept, and what is spoken on this occasion will of a cer- 
tainty be divulged, so that extra caution would not be 
“"The experience of late years has taught us that when a 
Russian accidentally remembers (thanks to the history of his 
race) that he is one of a great and powerful people, and 
when, the Lord preserve him, he happens to remember that 
the Russian people are a member of the great Slavonic race, 
some of whose families are now being persecuted and op- 
ressed, then certain home-bred foreigners raise a cry against 
im, and say that he is laboring under abnormal bacchana- 
lian influences. This is why, I repeat, I beg leave to put 
down my beaker with wine and raise to my lips a glass filled 
with water. 

How much will really come out of this startling ad- 
dress depends on the way it is treated in diplomatic cir- 
cles. Probably even should Prince Bismarck demand 
explanations, as he is said to intend duing, of the Czar, 
Gen. Skobeleff’s sentiments would be promptly dis- 
claimed. 

Austria’s operations in Dalmatia and Herzegovinia 
have caused another flutter. The mountaineers decline 
to perform their military duty in the Austrian local ser- 
vice in that country, and a very brisk warfare, appar- 
ently of a guerilla sort, is going on, in which sometimes 
the insurgents are worsted and sometimes they are vic- 
torious. The anxiety in the matter, however, arises 
from the fear that Austria may take this opportunity 
for her own aggrandizement. This is especially the 
fear in England, which for some years has seemed to 
select Austria as the country safest both to make war 
upon and to make an alliance with, if either misfortune 
should become necessary. Hence we find Broad Arrow 
saying that ‘‘if there is any danger of a general war in 
the territory between Austria and Montenegro and its 
extension to Albania, it is clear that Austria has found 
her opportunity, and that she will not be long before 
she has established herself at Salonica, the goal 
of her ambition. She would then annex right up to 
the new boundaries of Greece, and the next develop- 
ment in the Eastern situation would concern the fate 
of Constantinople. On the other hand, if the move- 
ment is merely local, we are puzzled to account for 
the preparations which are being so extensively made, 
and aiso at the news which represents Roumania as 
buying horses for military purposes. But we can un- 
derstand the hints which are being dropped to distract 
attention, as that Italy means war, that English agents 
are supplying the Crivoscians with money, that Pan- 
slavist committees in Russia are once more active, that 
Russia has declined to interfere in their proceedings, 
and that Montenegro and Servia are to be restrained 
from rendering any ‘underground assistance.’” The 
Vienna correspondent of the London News says the 
whole Austrian army will go south by spring, and that 
the insurrection is only a pretext for not attracting at- 
tention to this movement. 

To these sources of disquieting rumor must be added 
the peculiar position of France in Africa, and the joint 
attitude of France and England in relation to Egypt. 
We hardly think the curious scare in reference to the 
proposed tunnel under the British Channel needs to be 
reckoned among the immediate signs of European

Tue bill (H. R. 4222) making appropriations for 
the support of the Military Academy during the fisca) 
year ending June 30, 1883, covers much the same 
ground and calls for much about the same amounts as 
last year.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The ‘Allgemeine Militar Zeitung” of February 1 has 
a long criticism of Gen. Chas. B. Norton’s recent work 
upon American inventions and improvements in breech- 
loading smail arms, etc., in which it refers to this work 
as ‘‘a monument to the indefatigable exertions of the 
American; on the field of the tectnnic of arms.” 

In the publication of his little Manual of Guard Duty, 
Lieut. Regan recognizes, and to a large extent meets, a 
want felt by nearly all classesin the Army. He pre- 
sents in an intelligible form much needed instruction 
upon this important subject. The information he has 
carefully compiled was to be foun:! only in numerous 
publications, inaccessible to most soldiers, or existed in 
the still more indefinite form of customs of the service, 
in regard to which it was difficult to obtain any reliable 
information. Although not formally adopted by the 
War Department as a text book, Lieut. Regan’s Manual 
is favorably commented upon and recommended by 
Officers of high rank and large experience, who have 
read and revised it. Gen. Sherman himself says: ‘I 
am satisfied this work of Lieut. Regan has merit, and 
that its publication for general circulation will result in 
good to the service.” - On a few points the 
book differs from the customs and regulations now fol- 
lowed, and we doubt if it was wise to make these altera- 
tious, yet the points at issue are so unimportant as to 
interfere but little, if any, with the general merit of the 
work. Indeed, a soldier who performs his duty on 
guard according to Regan’s Manual runs very little risk 
of going wrong. On the points lately contested through 
the medium of the Army anp Navy Journat, Lieut. 
Regan makes the following remarks in a letter to us: 

‘“‘ Fort Omauwa, Nev., Feb. 9.—The perzon styling himself 
‘Grand Rounds’ takes exception to that part of paragraph 
253 which states that ‘sentinels present arms to the superior 
of the commanding officer who may be temporarily on duty 
at the post.’ This, as I understand it, is a rule of etiquette, 
and [ believe is sanctioned by the best usage of the servic. 
It is self evident that an inferior should not under the cir- 
cumstances stated be received with greater honor thau his 
superior in rank. Captains and lieutenants are entitled to 
the present of the guard when officer of the day, etc., so it is 
no great anomaly to render the honor as above stated. Ex- 
ception is also taken to the phrase ‘turn in the guard,’ as 
stated in paragraph 269. This I admit is not used as com- 
monly as the phrase ‘ never mind the guard,’ which is also 
cited in the paragraph excepted, sLowing that either may be 
used, and I think with propriety. The former corresponds 
closely with the phrase sanctioned by regulations, ‘turn out 
the guard,’ and is a very correct expression when the guard 
is formed sud isnot desired. His exception to paragraph 
285, i. €., using commander instead of sergeant (or corporal) 
18 correct as far as it goes; but it seems better to use the 
forner than the latter, for how is the sentinel to determine 
— to say sergeant (or corporal). To say the least, the 

ormer is positive while the latter is doubtful. The change 
Was suggested by a recent comvilation of regulations which 
was matured by a board of able officers high in rank. In 
conclusion I would state that upon a fair and unbiased ex- 
aeton of the manual, I think it would be found to state

The indications all point to a speedy decision in the 
case of General Porter. The Attorney General has the 
case in hand, and a detpatch from Washington says on 
this head: ‘The principal point upon which that offi- 
cial will decide will be in regard to the mustering out 
of General Porter from the volunteer force. General 
Porter was, when cashiered, a major general of volun- 
teers and a colonel of the regular Army—15th Infantry. 
The question is, when his back pay as a major general 
of vulunteers shall cease. There is now no such force 
under the Government employ as a volunteer force of 
the Army. The last major general of volunteers was 
mustered out in 1866. The question is whether there 
shall be back pay to General Porter to that year, or 
whether he can claim to the date of his proposed rein- 
statement in the Army. He can only be reinstated by 
. nomination to the Senate and a confirmation by that 

ody. 

‘*He will be nominated as colonel of infantry to 
fillthe first vacancy. The question of the date cf his 
being mustered outas a major genera] of volunteers 
will be settled by the decision of the Attorney General. 
It is estimated that when confirmed by the Senate as a 
colonel of the regular Army General Porter will be en- 
titled to about $115,000 back pay. When Gen. Porter 
was cashicred he was forever disqualified from holding 
anv Office of public trust or profit. The nomination of 
Gen. Porter to be a colonel of infantry, which will be 
made without a doubt, will carry with it a pardon, when 
it is confirmed, from all disabilities imposed by the ver- 
dict of the original court in his case.” 


THE MASON COURT-MARTIAL. 


In accordance with General Hancock’s orders, pub- 
lished in full last week, the general court-martial for the 
trial of Sergt. Mason for shooting at Guiteau, met at 
Washington barracks Feb. 20, the full court being pre- 
sent. The sergeant was in court, attended by his coun- 
sel, Mr. E. T. Bigelow. After the usual formalities of 
reading the official orders, administering the oath, etc., 
Mr. Bigelow suggested the propriety of securing a dia- 
gram of the jail and its surroundings, which should be 
absolutely accurate. After some discussion, the Court 
instructed the judge advocate to have prepared a dia- 
gram which should meet the requirements of the case. 
The room Was then cleared to permit of a consultation 
between the members. After the doors were re-opened 
Sergt. Mason was formally arraigned and the charges 
and specifications being read to him, he said that he had 
nothing to say, and the President, Lieut. Col. Mizner, 
directed that a plea of not guilty be entered. Febiu- 
ary 21, it was decided that one witness should not be 
present while another was testifying. Colonel R. B. 
Ayres, 2d Artillery {was the first witness, his testi- 
mony being mainly to the fact of Sergt. Mason having 
been duly detailed for guard at the Washington jail, 
September 11. 

Captain John McGilvray, 2d Artillery, who was in 
command of the troops at the jail on the night of Sept. 
11, testified tothe shooting. He did not actually see 
the gun discharged, but the attitude of Mason and the 
position in which he held his weapon were such as to 
convince him that Mason had fired the shot which he 
(McGilvray) heard. -Exception was taken by the pris- 
oner’s counsel to the line of questioning pursued by the 
judge advocate. The objection was sustained. Dur- 
ing the examination, which was continued at great 
length, Mason wept several times. 

The judge advocate, referring to Guiteauas ‘the 
prisoner Guiteau,” the President, Lieut. Col. Mizner, 
directed that the term ‘‘ assassin Guiteau” be substi- 
tuted. 

The court did not meet on February 22, but resumed 
Feb. 23, when Capt. McGilvray was cross-examined on 
various matters connected with the guard detail, dis- 
tances between various points, etc., nothing new being 
elicited. 

Warden Crocker was then examined, and described 
the location of Guiteau’s ce_l, the latter’s habit of look- 
ing out of the window, etc. 

r. Bigelow objected to the testimony as to Guiteau | 
looking out of the window unless the Judge Advocate | 
also engaged to show that this habit was known to the 
accused. The Judge Advocate said he proposed tu 
show this. The Court was then cleared for consulta- 
tion. After a long deliberation Mr. Bigelow’s objection 





was sustained and the Judge Adyoeate, in order to be | 


allowed to prove Guiteau’s habits, announced that he 
intended to prove that Mason knew of them. At this 
point Mason, rising from his chair, exclaimed, ‘‘I will 
clear that Judge—I did know.” 

Lieut. Colonel Mizner, the president of the court, 
pefemptorily ordered the prisoner to maintain silence. 
Judge Advocate Brown continued the examination of 
Warden Crocker, but no new or facts were 
elicited. Sergeant Mason’s wife and little boy have 
atrived at Washington. 








LONGEVITY PAY FOR MARINE OFFICERS. 


Tu 2d Comptroller, in compliance with the 
of officers of the Marine Corps on the question whether 
or not the provision of the 21 Stat., (page 346), giving 
longevity pay to officers of the Army ead Navy shoul 
ra applicable to officers of the Marine Corps, decides as 

ollows : 

If the Revision of the Statutes be looked upon as a 
re-enactment, it may have been reasonable to hold that 
the provision, in section 1600, that ‘‘ All marine officers 
shall be credited with the length of time they may, have 
been employed as officers or enlisted men in the volun- 
teer en of the United Rates,” . x. 
special provision for computing t jongevity 
as a marine officer not in all respects the same as 
that provided by section 1262 for officers of the Army. 
But by section 1612 officers of the marine corps are to 
receive the same pay and allowance as are or may be 
provided by or in pursuance of law ‘‘ for officers of like 
gratles in the intastry of the Army, and I think a subse- 
quent provision for computing the longevity pay of 
officers of the Army, like that contained jin the mia 7H 
priation Act of February 24th,” 1881, (ai stat., p. 846) 
should be held applicable to officers of the marine corps, 
and that in computing their pay for line service, the 
passage of thut act it is proper to count ‘“‘the actual 
Lime of service in the Army or Navy or both.” 


THE ROCHAMBEAU PAPERS. 


The .Joint Committee on the Library recommend an 
appropriation of $20,000 to purchase the Rochambeau 
papers, which, as received under the resolution of the 
Senate, and placed for safe keeping in the custody of 
the Librarian of Congress, embrace ‘ 

First. The original letter books of the Count de Ro- 
chambeau, in nine volumes, covering the period from 
1780 to 1784, and containing copies of multitudes of 
letters to and from that General, relatiog principally to 
the conduct of the war in America. 

Second. About fourteen hundred original letters and 
documents, covering the years 1780 to 1794, and em- 
bracing letters and military papers by French and 
American officers, besides numerous letters of instruc- 
tion, ete., from the French government to the Count de 
Rochambeau, concerning the details of outfit, payment 
of troops, rank, and military operations generally. 
Among these interesting documents are one hundred 
and fifty-two letters from Gen. Washington to the Count 
de Rvechambeau, all upon military affairs or topics of 
public interest. Out of the mass of more than fourteen 
hundred manuscript documents it has been found that 
less than sixty have been printed. 

Third. A manuscript ‘‘ Mémoire pour I’Historie de 
la Guerre eu Amerique,” with corrgctions in the hand 
of the Count de Rochambeau. 

Fourth. A ‘“‘ Mémoire du Roi pour servir a Vinstruc- 
tion particuliére 4 M. le chevalier de Ternay, chef d’es- 
cadre des armées navales. 

Fifth. A “‘ Journal des opérations du corps frangais.” 

Sixth. A series of sixty-nine military and topographi- 
cal maps, all of the period covered by the opetations of 
the French land and naval forces in America. Of these, 
thirty-eight are original charts or maps carefully drawn 
to scale by engineers of the French army, and colored, 
with accompanying legends. The Committee says: 
‘*This precious and unique series of original maps, de- 
lineating, as it does, the entire series of campaigus in 
which the French forces were engaged from Rhode 
Island to Virginia, presents authentic contemporaneous 
memorials of battle fields, camps, marches, and sieges 
of the highest interest and value to the historian of the 
war of the ltevolution. They serve to fill many gaps 
in the chartography of that war, and in the judgment 
of some of those who are well qualified to pronounce 
upon their worth they are even more valuable than the 
original manuscripts themselves. The latter combined 
with the maps and charts furnish a series of most inter- 
esting, authentic, and complete materials for the his- 
tory of our allies in conjunction with the American 
forces during their long and most creditable service in 
America. In the nnited judgment of the Committee 
they should be acquired by our Government to form a 
permanent portion of our historical archives.” 











REFERRING to the recent Cuurt-martialling of a medi-

who were detached from the United States ship James- 
town, or to their legal representatives, for similar 
services, on the 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th days of 
po eanpew. 1864; said sum to be distributed to the said 
officers and crews according to the laws cf the United 
States governing the distribution of prize-money: Pro- 
vided, That for the purpose of such distribution the 

o'ticers and crew detached as aforesaid who manned the 
Ta-Kiang shall be regsr ied as a part of the forces of the 
Wyoming on the 16tb day of July, 1863, and according 
to their rank and position on the 8th day of September, 
1864: And provided , That in such distribution 
no payment shall be made to the assignee of rd mariner, 
but to the mariner himself only, or to his duly author- 
ized attorney, or, in case of his decease, to his legal 
representatives or their duly authorized attorney.”

Adjutant-General Drum, Surgeon Gen- 
eral Barnes, Gen. Benét, Chief of Ordnance Bureau, 
and all the heuds of bureaus of the War Department 
addressed the Committee with reference to their several 
needs. They concluded their labors on Thursday, and 
will submit the bill as drafted by them and a report 
thereon to the full, committee on Friday. The amount 
recommended is $27,606,698, being more than a million 
over the appropriation for the last fiscal year. This in- 
crease is due to the propused manufacture of heavy ord- 
nance. 

General Sherman was on the floor of the Senate while 
the debate on Grant’s retirement bill was in progress on 
Thursday last. 

The Senate Naval Committee, at its meeting on Wed- 
nesday, considered and reported favorably on the bill 8. 
782, giving the relative rank and pay of commodores 
when retired to medical, pay or engiueer officers whose 
names have been borne on the Navy register 30 years, 
and who served a full term as chief of a bureau. This 
bill was amended so as to include the constructors of 
the Navy. The bill 8. 44, for relief of Commodore 
William B. Whiting, which was recently referred to 
this committee from the Committee on Claims, received 
favorable consideration. 

8. 14, restoring Capt. Thomas G. Corbin to the active 
list of the Navy, was also favorably acted upon. 

The House Military Committee, on Thursday, had up 
a number of private volunteer bills and acted upon them 
favorably. 

The bill H. R. 2946, for the relief of Lieut. Frank 
Baker, 13th Inf., was reported upon favorably. The 
committee is still engaged on the compulsory retirement 
subject.

REPORTS ON ARMY BILLS. 


The House Military Committee on Tuesday con- 
sidered and agreed to report favorably upou H. Res. 54, 
authorizing Lieutenant Henry R. Lemly, U.S. A., to 
accept position of instructo™ at the Military School at 
Bogota, United States of Colombia, aad H. R. 3163, to 
reimburse the oflicere, enlisted men, and laundresses of 
the 5th regiment U. 8. Infantry, for property lost by 
the sinking of the Government steamer J. Don Cameron. 
The House Committee on Military Affairs hold to 
two opinions concerning the bill to give Gen. Alvord 
pay as a brigadier-general from Jan. 1, 1872. The 
majority of the committee hold that the failure to give 
him as paymaster-general the rank held by the chiets of 
other 8! corps was an oversight. They say: ‘‘ The 
purpose of this bill is to correct the record and to do an 
act of justice to an officer. The record shows that the 
entire life of General Alvord has been devoted to his 
country’s service, and that said service has been so 
honorable to himself and country as to preclude the 
possibility of the apparent slight being other than those 
oversights which must necessarily occur in the vast 
amount of legislation which was necessary to complete 
the organization of the Army.” They give a synopsis 
of Gen. Alvord’s record, and add a number of letters 
and recommendations in favor of the bill, concluding 
that: ‘‘In view of all these facts, substantiated as they 
are by letters and recommendations of the highest 
character, your committee would make a favorable 
report, and récommend that bill H. R. 1113 do pass.” 

A minority of the committee come to a different con- 
clusion. They say, after reciting the facts in the case: 
It is well known as a matter of history that the heads 
of each of the staff bureaus have kept up a continuous 
struggle for rank, each insisting that the dignity of his 
bureau required and was entitled to the highest rank 
given the chief of any other bureau. The pressure 
brought to bear upon the Congress produced the follow§ 
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the bill and Mr. Upson in its favor, the main 
point of Mr. Upson’s argument this: ‘Now you 
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The Chief of Ordnance first carried the position, 
was made a brigadier-general June 23, 1874. 

The Commissary-General next entered the breach, 
ani was made a brigadier-general April 14, 1875. 

The Judge-Advocate-General succeeded, and was ap- 
pointed a brigadier.general December 1, 1875. 

But Gen. Alvord lived upon hope uatil realization 
came under the act of July 22, 1876 (vol. 19, p. 95, Sta- 
tutes at Large). But it would seem that the Congress, 
when at last it yielded, either from the persistence with 
which his suit had been pressed, or from some other 
good cause, feared that in yielding the point that the 
Paymaster-General should be a brigadier-general that a 
claim for back pay might be urged, and pruvided in the 
body of the act itself a condition which was thought 
to be a safeguard agairst any such ciaim. The act is 
as follows: 

‘*That from and after the passage of this act the rank 
of the Paymaster-General of the United States Army 
shall be a brigadier-general; but no pay or allowance 
shall be made to said officer other than from the date of 
appointment under this act.” 

Can any language be more explicit? Does it not 
fairly apprise any one seeking this office of the condi- 
tion upon which he must take it? But onerous as this 
condition now seems to Gen. Alvord to be, he took the 
appointment, and July 22, 1876, was made a brigadier- 
general, which rank he now holds on the retired list. 

It seems to the undersigned that he has neither law 
nor equity to support his claim for pay as a brigudier- 
general from Jan. 1, 1872, to July 22, 1876, but that 
this bill simply provides an appropriation of $4,563.52 
as a mere gratuity to Gen. Alvord, when he was made 
a brigadier-general, upon the express condition that he 
must be satisfied with his pay in future. 

The undersigned can find no reason to make this 
present to Gen. Alvord which will not apply with 
greater force in favor of making a like present to thou- 
sands of indigent officers and soldiers whose missing 
limbs and shattered bodies tell how well they served 
their country when the storm of war swept over it. 
They have to be content with the meagre pittance of a 
pension, while Gen. Alvord will continue to receive 
from the Government his retired pay during life, 
amounting to $4,125 per annum. Certainly our chari- 
ties can be extended to more needy and equally worthy

We therefore recommend that this bill do not pass.

The Committee on Public Lands, to whom was re-

bill do not pass. 


REPORTS ON NAVAL BILLS. 

The bill S. 381, giving the mates in the Navy the 
same standing in the service as those designated as war- 
rant officers, was not successful, receiving adverse 
action. The committee base their report against it upon 
the opinion of Commodore Walker, which they give. 
He states that the officers styled mates were all volun- 
teer officers, viz., on temporary service, and that no ap 
poiutments of mates have been made since the act of 
July 15, 1870, repealing all acts authorizing the appoint- 
ment of acting officers, excepting acting assistant sur- 
geons, Two enlisted men have been rated mates since 
the war, under authority of sections 1408 and 1409, 
Rev. Stat. Commodore Walker says: ‘‘ Under the act 
approved February 15, 1879, to abolish the volunteer 
Navy of the United States, it is very doubtful whether 
there is any authority of law for the retention of mates 
inthe Navy. They have been retained more as a mat- 
ter of favor than for any real necessity for their service. 
I think the Navy could be quite as well without them, 
and a considerable saving result. * * * The pay 
they now receive is ample compensation for the duties 
they asaclass perform. They should, if retained, be 
given the benefit of the acts relating to retirement on 
accouns of age or physical disqualification.” 

The House Naval Committee has reported favorabl 
the H. Res. 35 giving Passed Assistant Surgeon F. v. 
Greene the rank of surgeon on the retired hst. 

In the House February 16, 1882, Mr. Davidson, from 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, reported the following 
bill as a substitute for H. R. 1022: ‘For the relief of 
Greeleaf Cilley. Be it enacted, etc., That the President 
of the United States be authorized to nominate and, by 
With the advice and consent of the Senate, tu appoint 
Greenleaf Cilley, now a commander on the retired list, 
& commander on the active list of the Navy; and the 
Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized and directed 
to order said Cilley before the naval medical and ex- 
amining boards for his examination for promotion to 
the rank of captain; and if said Cilley shall establish 
to the satisfaction of said boards his physical, mental, 
moral, and professional fitness to pertorm all his duties 
at sea, then the President of the United States is hereby 
authorized tu nominate and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate to appoint Greenleaf Cilley a 
Captain at the foot of the active list: Provided, That 
no claim for arrearages of pay shall accrue to said Cilley 
by reason of this act.” Jt wasreferred to the Committee 
of the whole. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs recite the 
services of Capt. Douglass Ottinger, senior officer of the 
U. 8. Revenue Marine Service, who received his first 
Commission from President Jackson in 1832, and has 
borne the rank of captain since 1846, and who is the 
Original inventor of the famous life-saving device 

Own as the ‘‘surf-car,” now, and for many years 
past, in use at all the life-saving stations of the United 


States, and which has been the means of saving thou- 


was never patented, but was given by Capt. Ottinger 
to the public for public use. ‘‘Io addition to the surf- 
car, various other inventions and devices of Capt. Ottin- 
ger are in use at the Government life-saving stations, 
all of which are moreor less valuable. The Life-Saving 
Service is now in younger hands, and its completeness 
and efficiency have been much eulogized. But it 
should not he overlooked that the pioneer work, in what 
is now an object of great national pride, was done and 
well done by Capt. Ottinger, and that without his 
original inventions, even the service of to day, with all 
the care and funds annually expended upon it, would 
be without several of its great essentials.” The com- 
mittee conclude that, ‘‘in view of the services of Capt. 
Ottinger ou'side the line of his duty as a Revenue 
Marine officer, and for tl is reasun alone, your committee 
are of opinion that he should be allowed the full salary 
of his rank while he lives, even though, by reason of 
his advanced years, he may not be continued upon 
active duty. And in reaching this conclusion your 
committee do not intend that it shall ever be construed 
as a precedent for any uthe1 case less exceptional or less 
worthy of special consideration. They therefore report 
back ard recommend for passage the accompanying 
bill as a substitute for House bill No. 2618.” 

The bill, H. R. 2610, to allow Assistant Engineer 
Jabez Burchard, U. S. N., retired, additional pay, has 
been favorably reported and referred to the House 
Committee of the Whole.

And it 
shall be stipulated in the said contract so to be entered into 
that the said vessels may carry passengers, with their bag- 
gage, in addition tu the said mails, aud may do all ordinary 
express business, but shall not engage in any other freight 
traffic whatsoever, it being the intention hereof to secure 
the prompt and efficient trausportation of the said maus 
between the cities of Washington. Bultio oe, Philudelpbia, 
and New York and London by excluding from the vecsvis 
engaged therein ail classes of freight except the said express 
matter. The said vessels shall be from time to time subject 
to inspection by a competent officer to be detailed for that 
purpose by the Secretary of the Navy ; and it shall be the 
duty of such inspecting officer, immediately before the de- 
parture of any of the said vessels upon an ontward-bound 
voyage, carefully to inspect such vess:1 and its furniture 
equipments, and stores, and no such vessel shall be permitted 
to depart on such voyage until its master or other officer in 
command shail have received the cerliticate of the said in- 
specting officer setting foi th the seawortuiness of such vessel 
and the conformity thereof to all the requirements of this 
act. It shall also be stipulated ia the said contract that the 
said vessels engaged in the said service shall be wholly owned 
by citizens of the United States, or by a corporation or cor- 
porations created by or existiug under the laws of the United 
States, or of one or more of the States ; and that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States shall have the right in case of 
war to take for the use of the United States avy or all of the 
vessels employed in the said line, and in such case to paya 
reasonable compensation therefor, which shall in no case 
exceed the original cost of such vessel or vessels.

THE IRONCLAD OF THE FUTURE. 


Wasuinerton, Feb, 21, 1882, 


Tue House Committee on Naval Affairs bas of late 
leen engaged in the discussion of ironclads, the Ad- 
visory Board being unanimous in the opinion that any 
well organized navy must have its full complement of 
ironclads, or efficient armored vessels of some descrip- 
tion, but the majority hesitated to recommend their 
construction at the present time on account of the ex- 
cessive cost—$4,000,000 each. The House Committee 
on Naval Affairs have undertaken to investigate the 
claim made in Naval circles, both in this country and 
England, that a light, fast war vessel, provided with a 
three-inch deflecting armor can be built for less than 
one-half the cost of an old type verticle armor ironclad, 
such as are now in use throughout the world; and that 
the new armor, besides being enormously lighter and 
niore than one-half cheaper, will be better in every 
other respect; capable moreover of serving either as a 
fast cruiser or as an heavy armored vessel for offensive 
and defensive warfare. 

As the American monitor revolutionized the navies 
of the world twenty-one years ago, so now it is cluimed 
since the verticle armor has become nearly obsolete, the 
new American invention, the deflecting armor, will take 
its place! 

It is a well known fact that shot from the most pow- 
erful guns will penetrate a verticle steel armor twenty- 
two inches in thickness when striking at a right angl 
while the same shot cannot even penetrate a body 
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water when striking at an acute angle. Un the other 
hand, it bas been found by experiment that a three-inch 
deflecting armor, arranged so that it can be struck only 
at an acute angle, will resist the shot from any gun yet 
invented. 

Sir William Armstrong has just built two light de- 
flecting armor ships for the Chinese government, and in 
arecent speech, mentioned in a general way of this 
new class of ironclads, and com them with the old 
vertical armor-type vessels as follows: ‘‘ Since they «an 
be constructed in such a way as to be comparativel 
light, it is easy to give them a very high rate of s 
while all the vital parts—engines, boilers, etc.—can be 
placed below the water line, and below a slightly ar- 
mored deck, which is proof against what alone they 
would have to suffer—the glancing action of projectiles. 
Three of these could be built for the cost of one vertical 
ironclad, and each of them would carry an armament 
equal to that of their ponderous rival. There can be no 

uestion that the three would be more than a match for 
the one iron-clad, and would be much more available 
for the defence of convoys, and generally for obtaining 
command of the sea. They would, moreover, carry 
Sree for a much longer voyage than the verticle iron- 
clad.” 

Capt. Wm. Arthur, late naval secretary of the Eng- 
lish Legation in this country, was much interested in 
this new armor, and some time ago obtained from the 
inventor, Passed Asst. Engr. N. B. Clark, U. 8. N., 
the full plans and fications, which he forwarded to 
the English Admiralty, where they were at once 
utilized. 

Among our Naval authorities the new armor is equally 
well received. Rear.Admiral Ammen adopted it for his 
new marine ram, generally admitted to be the most ter- 
rible engine of war yet inveuted. 

The Naval Advisory Board reported upon it as fol. 
lows: ‘‘After mature consideration, the board is of the 
opinion that five rams of the general design proposed 
by Rear-Admiral Ammen should now be built; that 
these rams should be of about two thousand tons dis- 

lacement, and that they should be constructed of steel. 

t is the opinion of the board that the cost of any single 
vessel of this description would be, when complete and 
ready for service, $500,000.” 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has devoted 
two meetings to this subject, and have obtained all the 
information within reach. The second meeting was 
held on Friday morning last. There were present, by 
invitation, Rear-Admiral Daniel Ammen, U. 8. N., 
Comdr. C. H. Thomas, U. 8. N., Mr. W. G. Gibbons, 
president of the Pusey and Jones Co., builders of iron 
steamships at Wilmington—invited on account of his 
experience in ironclad work in general and his know- 
ledge of oe Passed Assist. Engr. N. 
B. Clarke, U. 8. N., the inventor of the new armor, 
who commenced his remarks by stating that the contest 
between guns and vertical armor had been decided de- 
cisively in favor of the guns, and, in a clear and lucid 
statement, gave the reasons why, showing that under 
existing conditions guns would always be superior in 
power to the resistance of vertical armor. Armor was 
at present arranged to resist shot by direct impact, but 
the only protection obtained was by deflection. He 
therefore proposed to so dispose the armor that it could 
not be struck except at a deflecting angle. By dispos- 
ing armor at an acute angle, besides a time element, the 

vantage was gained of resisting conical shot upon 
their sides instead of on their ends. The penetration of 
shot being inversely, as the area presented, it was 
claimed that a conical shot of three diameters would 
only have one-fourth the penetration of it struck on its 
side that it would have if it struck end on. 

The zone of danger on a war vessel is that part of the 
vessel's side which is acted on alternately by wind and 
water. It is proposed to protect this part of the vessel 
bya peeenest turtle back, made of steel, presenting 
acute deflecting surfaces to horizontal shot at the water 
line. This interior shield is secured to the sides of the 
vessel four or five feet below the water line, and extends 
across from side to side in the form of an arc of a circle, 
and rises amidships two feet or more above the water 
line, and dips at the stem and stern six feet or more 
below it. The arc of the turtle back being described 
from the vessel's centre of oscillation, it presents a prac- 
tically constant angle of impingement t> horizontal shot 
at the water line as the vessel rolls, and that so acute as 
to make penetration impossible. A space above this 
submerged turtle back is divided into water-tight com- 

uts and packed with cork or ship’s stores, which 
would exclude water. The upper of the vessel 
would be easily penetrable, but it might be completely 
riddled by shot aud shell without impairing her buoy- 
ancy or stability ; and such a vessel would be practically 
unsinkable. 

For the protection of the men serving the guns the 
inventor to mouot the large guns en-barbette 
on V shields, which will present acute angle deflecting 
surfaces to the live of an enemy’s fire; these shields 
will be mounted on hydraulics, will weigh about fifty 
tonseach, and will be completely invulnerable to an 
enemy’s shot. But two armor-piercing guns will 
be carried on a vessel of 3,200 tons displacement; these 
guns will be mounted on the spar deck, so as to obtain 
an all round fire. For rapid and continuous fire some 
twenty lighter guns will be mounted on the main deck

trained through ports similar to air ports.

STEEL FOR NAVAL VESSELS. 


Tur testimony taken by the House Committee of 
Naval Affairs on the subject of reconstruction of the 
Navy, so far as printed, presents the opinions of Com- 
modore Sicard and Lieut. Very, of the Navy, and of 
Mr. James Park, Jr., and Mr. Thomas F. Rowland, 
representing the steel and ship interests. All uf these 
authorities agree as to the value and practical economy 
of steel as a material for ships. r. Rowland is the 
most conservative of the three in his views. He says: 
** Low le steel, of not over 50,000 pounds tensile 
strength, is an el t material for building ships or 
boilers, or for to o work. It is a metal that can be 
worked with the same facility as a piece of lead. But 
where steel goes up toa tensile strength of 70,000 or 
80,000 or 90,000 pounds, you cannot depend upon it. 
It may crack like a piece of glass.” 

Mr. Rowland thought that the best charcoal iron 
would be as strong as steel. As to the cost of steel 
Mr. Rowland said: ‘It will cost about the same as 
iron that is fit to be put intoaship. There never has 
been an iron ship built in this country, and there never 
has been an iron ship coming into the port of New 
York, that was built of iron fit for the purpose. I have 
repaired English ships, and have taken iron plates out 
of their bottoms that broke like glass. We have iron 
that we can build ships of which will be just as good as 
steel ships. I speak of the best brand of charcoal iron, 
such as is made by Abbott, of Baltimore.” 

This opinion is explained by what follows : 

The Chairman.—If you had the two materials laid down, 
side by side, steel and this particular class of iron, which 
would you choose ? 

Mr. Rowland.—I would take this particular class of iron in 
preference to the steel as now made. But if every sheet of 
the steel could be tested and picked out by honest inspec- 
tors, then I would take the steel in preference to the iron. 
The Chairman.—Is there any trouble in having steel so 


tested ? 
Mr. Rowland.—Not the least. 
The Chairman.—Then it all resolves itself back into a 
question of care and skill on the part of the persons test- 
ing it? 
r. Rowland.—Yes. 
The Chairman.—What would be the difference in weight 
between the iron that you speak of and steel of equal 
strength ? 
Mr. Rowland.—A steel plate a foot square and a half inch 
thick, of from 50,000 to 55,000 pounds tensile strength, would 
weigh about 26 pounds, and an iron plate of the same size 
and thickneas about 25 pounds. 
This accords with the testimony of Mr. Park, who 
took strong ground in favor of steel. Mr. Park said: 
‘*T found out while I was abroad that iron, as a mate- 
rial for ship building, had about seen its day, and that 
all the Clyde ship building yards were going into steel.” 
. . . “If the Government needs six ships, I should 
say that it ought to commence to build them at once, 
and build them of steel. But I would rather have the 
iron which is used in vessels to-day, and which has been 
used in vessels for years past, thun have such steel as 
you might get, because 1 consider that the most dan- 
gerous metal you can put into a vessel is steel, if it is 
not good or suitable for the purpose. Such steel as that 
made by John Brown and Co., that I referred to, with 
high tensile strength of 91,000 or 92,000 pounds to the 
square inch, would be dangerous material in a vessel, 
and would be dangerous.ina boiler. It would break 
like pot metal.” 
Steel with a tensile strength of 60,000 pounds “to 
the solid cubic inch” could, Mr. Park thought, be 
made sufficiently ductile. It can be bought as low as 
the iron that would have the needed ductility suitable 
for vessels, and it would have one-fifth more strength. 
The same strength could be obtained from steel, with a 
deduction in weight of ‘‘a little less than one-fourth.” 
**T am satisfied, from experiments made with pieces of 
plates,” said Mr. Park, ‘‘that in case of collision a 
vessel might have a terrific bulge put in heras big as 
half.a dozen large hogsheads, and the steel plates would 
not rupture, while an iron ship, with a very much less 
stroke, would fall to pieces. In regard to oxidization, 
I think that steel will hold its own with iron. We had 
some pieces of steel and similar pieces of iron kept in 
salt water for about eight years, and we concluded that 
in regard to their corrosion there was no difference be- 
tween them. We had thought that there would be a 
difference in favor of the steel, on account of its con- 
taining more carbon than the iron contained.” 
Mr. Park d with Mr. Rowland that while there 
is some liability of getting bad steel, it is a liability that 
can be entirely overcome by a proper system of inspec- 
tion. He gave an interesting account of his struggles 
to overcome the home prejudice against American steel, 
which, as he frankly admitted, was in the beginning 
justly in disfavor. Mr. Park said: 
At first our steel manufacturers were not at all aware of 
e element of phosphorus in steel. They didnot 
know that phorus was, as they say, ‘‘the devil in steel.” 
They went in and bought phosphorus iron (which is usually 
cheap), and the first steel that was made in this country was 
made with iron v high in phosphorus, and when they 
wanted to harden it the steel would crack, and nothing could 
be done with it. Sometimes, on the contrary, they would 
get a bar of American steel which happened to be made out 
of horseshoes, or some other good material, and that steel 
would turn ont to be good. Then they would say that 
American steel was not uniform, and that they never found 
such want of uniformity in English steel. Now we have 
up the and the secrets which the English 
sp to themselves have come out, 





manufacturers used to 
and we think we have got more secrets than they have. 


Now there are a number of American manufacturers 
who can furnish steel of the desired quality. 

Mr. Park.—In Cleveland, Ohio, Otis and Co. have two 
large plate mills. I suppose that they could produce, if they 
were pushed, some 60 tons a day ; Singer, Nimmick and Co., 
of Pittsburgh, can produce about 20 tons a day ; Hussey, 
Howe and Co., of Pittsburgh, can produce about 20 tons a 
day; Park, Brother and Co., of Pittsburgh (our firm), can 
produce a like amount. The Bay State Mills of Boston (a 
very large concern for rolling steel plates), can produce 
about 20 tons a day. 

Mr. Rowland gave as the concerns in this country 
that can roll steel fit for ship building purposes without 
altering their plant : 

‘* Abbott and Co., of Baltimore ; the Bay State Mills, 
of Boston, and the Trenton Iron Works. The Trenton 
Works cannot roll plates, but they can roll all the shapes 
and beams. Their mill is of such a character that they 
have no difficulty in rolling steel. There is also a mill 
in Buffalo, which is not in operation at present, that 
can roll steel plates elegantly, and also shapes.” 

‘‘The Chairman.—In your judgment, is there any 
difficulty in getting, in this country, all the steel, in 
plates, shapes, beams, etc., that would be required for 
the building of ships by the Navy ? 
“Mr. Rowland.—No, sir. 
“The Chairmar.— Without importing any ? 
. ‘*Mr. Rowland.—We would not have to import a 
Ag 
As to guns, Mr. Park thought it would require say 
three years to get fully ready for forgiug the steel neces- 
sary for large guns, but was ready to take the contract, 
‘*and very glad to do it, if a price could be agreed upon 
that would be fair.” At present their largest hammer 
was a 17-ton hammer, which cost $52,000. This would 
produce nothing heavier than a 10-ton ingot. This 
was the largest in the country. Hunt, of Boston, has a 
12 or 15-ton hammer bought of the Navy yard. 
“Mr. Park.—The largest hammer in the world is an 
80-ton stenm hammer at Creuzot. Krupp, in Essen, 
has the next largest hammer—a 50-ton steam hammer. 
‘*The Chairman.—I suppose that there is no reason 
why, if you had business for it, you could not have a 
50-ton or an 80-ton hammer ? 
““Mr. Park.—A 100-ton hammer would be the proper 
size, so as to get beyond our neighbors on the other 
side. If I were putting up a hammer now I would put 
up a 100-ton hammer, and it would require a thousand- 
ton anvil block. Krupp’s 50-ton hammer cost $800,000, 
but I have a yearning hope that I may live yet to put up 
a 100-ton hammer and to cast a thousand-ton anvil 
block. The heaviest casting we have ever made in our 
yard, or that has ever been made in this country, is one 
of 160 tons. That is our anvil block.” 
In the report of the examination of Lieut. Very the 
following appears . 
The Chairman here read a telegram, received by Mr. 
Morse from President Hunt, of the South Boston Works, as 
follows: ** We will furnish the Government with one hun- 
dred steel guns, of 6, 8, and 10-inch calibre, withia two years, 
at fair remunerative prices.” (To Lieut. Very.) What do 
you say to that? 
Lieut. Very—Mr. Hunt koows what he is talking about. 
The Chairman—I understand that these two concerns, 
the South Boston Iron Co. and the West Point Foundry, 
which are the ones on which the Goveryment wouid rely, 
are both conducted by men of character and integrity. Sup- 
pose these two firms should concentrate their strength, should 
aid each other, and should familiarize each other with the 
processes of the work, would they not be able to turn out 
guns (on a contract so large as that) with perfect certainty 
of success, both to the Government and themselves. 
Lieut. Very—They could do so, 
Mr. Morse- And they could furnish the guns as fast as 
they could possibly be wanted while the ships are being con- 
structed ? 
Lieut. Very—Yes. 
The Chairman—And the work could be done under the 
eye and supervision of officers of the Navy ? 
Lieut. Very—Yes, sir. 
The Chairman—Do you feel certain that it will be possible 
for the Government to get its guns in that way? 
Lieut. Very—Thorougbly possible. 
The Chairman—And without paying extravagant prices 
for them ? 
Lieut. Very—I do not think there is any necessity for our 
payiog extravagant prices for guns, ships, or anything else. 
Mr. Morse—You have not any doubt that these guns can 
be built as well here as abroad ? 
Lieut. Very—It is possible. But here is the one point— 
that hte workmen in these shops never have built such guns, 
When they have built two guns I will say ‘‘ yes” to that ques- 
tion. 
The Chairman—Suppose we throw away the first ten guns 
built here, for experience simply. Do you think that, after 
that we could construct guns as good as they are constructed 
abroad and cheaper ? 
Lieut. Very—I have not the slightest doubt about it. We 
can construct them better, for we have better material here. 
Krupp has a Tor name for steel guns, and Mr. Hunt has 
not, for Mr. Hunt has never built steel guns. But as soon 
as he gets a chance for building them I suppose he will turn 
out as goud steel guns as any onecan. The Army has had 
stec! tubes from England ; and they have been laughed at at 
the West Point fouudry. 
The Chairman—Have we made steel tubes here ? 
Lieut. Very—One or two. 
The Chairman—Snccessfully ?} 
Lieut. Very—Successfully, so far as tested. They have 
not been carried to an extreme test yet; but we have made 
them so successfully that we can now go ahead. 


The opinions of Commcdore Sicard and Lieut. Very 
are substantially those expressed in the report by the 
majority of the Naval Advisory Board. As to the pos- 
sibility of carrying out the recommendations of the 
board in this country, their views being theoretical, 
yield in interest to those of the witnesses we have 
quoted who are ready te stake their money and reputa- 
tion upon their ability to meet the requirements of the 
Advisory Board. 

Commodore Sicard gave evidence of a sound judg- 
ment when he said in response to the question, ‘‘ Woul 
it not be wiser and better for the Government to build 
lits own guns?” ‘I think that in stress of war it would 
be desirable that we should have other establishments 
besides those of the Government capable of building 
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efficient guns, and for that reason I am not in favor of 
the Government building all its own guns; I prefer to 
distribute the work among the great manufacturing 
establishments of the country, so that in an emergency 
we might have five or six of them able to make guns at | 
once.” This is the opinion we have always held, and it | 
holds true alse in reference to small arms. 

On the subject of steel, Lieut. Very said in the course | 
of his testimony: ‘The Advisory Board, in recon] 
mending steel for the construction of ships, was clearly 
convinced that if we are going to build a ship equal in 
power to a foreign ship, we have got to build her of 
material which will allow that power to be gained. If 
we build an iron ship, she has got to be made bigger, in 
order to have the same power as the smaller sized steel 
ship. If we want to build an iron ship equal in power 
to the Jourville, we have to build her almost 1,000 tuns 
larger than that vessel; whereas if we build her of 
steel, we can make that much saving in size, owing to 
the superiority of steel. The Advisory Board recom- 
mend that we go one stcp farther than they have yet 
dared to goin Europe. {n Europe they are afraid to 
build a ship entirely of steel. We want to take that 
other step, and to put that gain into the battery or into 
the carrying capacity of the ship. The argu- 
ment is used that if steel is so little superior to iron in 
England it would be much less so in this country, 
where the wrought iron iss» much superior to similar 
English metal. The answer to this argument is simple. 
The superiority of our wrought iron over England’s is 
due entirely to the superiority of our ore; and since 
steel would be made from the same ore; since, in fact, 
steel is iron, that same superiority would exist between 
our steel and English steel, experience in manufacture 
being, of course, equal. Let English workmen and 
American workmen be put side by side, and the 
American workmen will make better steel, be- 
cause they have better stuff to make it of. ae 
There is another point in regard to steel. There is a 
limit to the development of everything, and iron has 
been developed up to that limit. Suppose we were to 
build iron ships. We can build iron ships as well as 
England can, but we cannot build them any better. No 
one in the world can or dare claim that. But, if we 
turn over to steel, we are just at the beginning of the 
development in steel, and England cannot get ahead of 
usin that. We have got the best ore for making steel ; 
and can hold our own and get a little ahead, whatever 
turn the development may take, whether it goes into 
ironclads or unarmored ships. 

‘“‘The Chairman— What is the difference between iron 
and steel as to destructibility ? 

‘Lieutenant Very—It has been satisfactorily proved 
that steel isa far superior metal. It will last longer and 
is a safer material in case of collision. The best proof 
of that is two cases of collision, one of them between 
two steel torpedo boats going over 17 knots an hour and 
the other where a steel torpedo boat ran against a stone 
dock. The case of the two boats colliding occurred at 
Spithead. The boat that was struck had her side 
knocked in, just like a hat box; but had not a hole 
punched in her. The bow of the boat that collided with 
her was bent and twisted all to one side. There were 
leaks caused, but not sufficient to endanger the boat. 
In the case of the French torpedo boat rnnning butt- 
end into a stone dock, she got away, with her bow 
flattened into the shape of a scow boat bow. She 
sprung a leak and her forward compartment was filled. 
But that boat was taken ashore, her plates taken off, 
her frame heated, and everything put back in its place. 
We have got the case of a steamer that ran upon a 
rock, where the same thing was done. They took the 
plates off, heated the frame right where they were, and 
hammered the plates right back. That cannot be done 
with iron. Steel can be worked much easier. The 
idea that steel is a brittle metal is all nonsense.” 








UNIVERSAL MILL-ARMOR PLATE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: As the time is near at hand when the Govern- 
ment will most likely enter upon the construction of 
armored vessels, I deem it proper to call attention to 
an important improvement in rolling mill machinery, 
by the means of which armor plates may be rolled to 
much greater advantage than by the old methed. The 
ald method of making armor plates, consists in rolling 
the plate of such width and length that the plate may 
be cut from it by shearing or planing, and in order to 
sécure straight sides, it is necessary to shear or plane 
off strips of from one to six inches from each si«le of the 
plate. By the use of the Universal Mill the eiges of the 
plate may be rolled solid, true and straight as the edges 
On 4 six inch bar, thus saving all the labor and loss of 
—_ in shearing or planing the side edges of armor 
plates. 

The Universal Mill is composed of two horizontal 
rolls and two vertical rolls on each side of them, ar- 
ranged and operated in such manner that the side edges 
of the plates are rolled square and true, at the same time 
the plate is rolled to proper thickness. The machine 
operates so perfect that bridge plates one half inch 
thick, thirty inches wide, and sixty feet in length, have 
béen made with solid smooth edges and straight. 
A large number of these machines are now in use .un- 
der my license), in the production of bridge plates and 
other structural shapes, and 1am prepared to construct a 
Uuiversal Mill for the production of armor plates, 
with rolled edges, of any thickness desired.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


COLONEL W. W. TOMPKINS. 

WE are indebted to a relative of the late Col. Tompkins 
for the interesting sketch which follows of this officer, who 
was for so many years identified with the National Guard of 
New York : 


Col. W. W. Tompkins was born near White Plains, West- 
chester Co., Oct. 13, 1794, and died Feb. 7, 1882, at Mott 
Have. His father, Gilbert Tompkins, a relative of Gover- 
nor, and afterwards Vice-Presidext, Daniel D. Tompkins, 
married a sister of Gen. Aaron Ward, of Sing Sing, and had 
a large family, mostly boys, who all grew to manhood. The 
subject of our sketch left his father’s farm at 16 years of 
age and entered the mercantile drygoods business in the then 
far-famed Chatham street. At the breaking out of the war 
of 1812 he was er then a little past 18 years, a lieu- 
tenant in Capt. Purdy’s company and mustered into the U. 
8. Service and stationed at Harlem Heights. Atter the close 
of the war he returned to business, but became deeply iuter- 
ested in our militia system, and was elected Colonel of the 
106th regiment State troops. In those times there was not 
much display, and New York was rather behind our sister 
cities in her discipline of soldiers. About this time, 1826, 
Col. Tompkius organized the afterwards celebrated corps of 
** Tompkins Blues,” named in honor of his distinguished 
friend and relative, Governor D. D. Tompkizs, and began a 
series of drills and discipline then unknown. In 1832 Presi- 
dent Jackson selected him from the State of New York and 
appointed him Captain in the 2d regiment U.S. Dragoons, 
then being urganized in accordance with a law of Congress. 
He recruited here a splendid company and was ordered to re- 
port at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, the headquarters of the 
regiment—Col. D. E. Twiggs, Lieut.-Col. Hirney and Maj. 
Fauntleroy. 

Soon after a portion of the regiment, six companies, were 
ordered to Florida under the Colonel to participate in the 
Seminole war, then raging, and it was ordered that the com- 
mand proceed to march there: it was a great undertaking, 
but deemed best in order that the force should be disciplined 
and effective. When they reached the seat of war a few days 
after the start the Colonel was taken sick, and the command 
devolved upon Capt. Tompkins, who, after a lapse of 40 odd 
days, brought the command to the headquarters of Gen. Z. 
Taylor in Florida in perfect condition, without loss of man 
or horse, ready for duty. They were ordered into the inte- 
rior and did good service, and Capt. Tompkins’ company was 
finally ordered to garrison Fort King, an important post. 
Many of the old Army officers who afterwards rose to high 
command commenced their young life in this regiment. But 
three of them are now left, Gens. Harney, Blake and Gra- 
ham, and the last two were the subaiterns of the subject of 
our sketch. Ill-health contracted in service compelled his 
resignation, and he again retired to ;private life. In ‘iis ear- 
lier years he was interested in the publishing of a paper 
called the Potriot, and years after began the Military Jour- 
naland the Militury Gaztte, and was a writer for all our 
military papers. In the Mexican war he was commissioned 
in the 10th U. 8. Inf., and was Governor of the City of Mier 
uutil the close of the war, his command being under Gen. Z. 
Taylor's operations. Agaio in private life we find him occu- 
pied in perfecting and organizing our city military, and how 
well his efforts were appreciated some of our leading officers 
in the 1st Division can testify. 

In the War of the Rebellion, being past the age when he 
deemed that men ought to retire and give younger heads 
the lead in the field, he accepted the appointment from Gov- 
ernor Morgan as examining officer for applicants to our State 
troops for positions, and to his usefulness in that posi- 
tio scores of men who afterwards rose to high posi- 
tions from his advice and instruction can testify. Of 
late years: he has been lost to public view, but retained 
a wonderful vitality to the last. He died in full possession 
of all his faculties, surrounded by his iramediate family, and re- 
quested with bis life-long modesty to be laid to rest as quietly 
as possible and without display. He was buried in the family 
vault at White Plains Cemetery by the side of his son, the 
late Colonel of the 2d regiment, N. Y. 8. M., who contracted 
disease in the service and died therefrom.

Cavalry—The same as infantry—except that shoulder- 
straps, slashes in sleeves, plaits on skirt and collar to be of 
orange-colored cloth. 

Uniform Trousers for Infantry—Sky-blue kersey cut 
straight, with dark blue side-stripe one and one-quarter of an 
inch wide. 

Artillery—The same as infantry, side stripes to be of scar- 
let cloth. 

Cavalry—The same as infantry, except side stripes to be of 
cwyange colored cloth.

New Jenrsry.—The Drake court-martial certiorari case 
was up before the Supreme Court this week, and was the 
cause of much merriment at the expense of Gen. J. Madison 
Drake. On July 2, when the news of President Garfield’s 
assassination was received at Elizabeth, N. J., it was charged, 
in specifications sent to headquarters of the National Guard, 
that Drake, who is captain of Gatling Gun Oo.

A court martial was con- 
vened and a trial held. Believing, from certain adverse rul- 
ings ty the court, that the decision would be against him, 
Gen. Drake, through his counsel, Gen. J. Augustus Fay, Jr., 
took the proceedings, by certiorari, to the Supreme Court. 
This week the case was moved, and when the finding of the 
court was opened it was found to be in Gen. Drake’s favor.

Tae Oyster War in Vircinta.—The historic waters of 
Chesa ke Bay have been disturbed by a conflict which re- 
calls the stirring scenes of 1861-65, and in some of its fea- 
tures reminds one of the days of the Spanish buccaneers of 
the Gulf. On the 16th of February the Governor of Vir- 
ginia issued the following order, which has a sufficiently

warlike flavor: 
To Gen. Jas. McDonald, Adjt.-Gen. : 

You are hereby directed to proceed to Norfolk, Virginia, 
On special service, and establish headquarters at the Atlantic 
Hotel for the supervision of movements to be made by cer- 
tain State troops under directions from this office. Respect- 
fully, Waiu1am E. Cameron. 

The movement in contemplation was the suppression of 
certain piratical oyster craft which infested the waters of 
Virginia and bid defiance to the local authorities, The oys- 
termen are generally regarded as a desperate set of men, and 
efforts to make them obey the laws being powerless to coerce 
them, the Governor was called on for assistance by the county 
Officers of Middlesex and Mathews Counties, 

On Friday morning, Feb. 17, before daylight, two steam- 
on armed with howitzers, got under way from Old Point 
y tmfort. On these steamers were Gov. Cameron, with Gen. 

- D. Groner in command, and a detachment of artillery 
and infantry. The Peed, as a ruse, took the Louise in tow, 
and the expedition stole @ march on the oystermen, who 
poeedily came to the conclusion that it would have been well 
or them had they followed Holmes’ ae, who went

Cameron and his brave militiamen appeared 
to have covered themselves with glory, an ungrateful de- 
spatch from Norfolk declares that ‘‘ his war expedition to the 
Rappahannock to suppress the depredations of marauding 
oystermen fell far short of the general expectation. But one 
alien was in the lot, the captured all being Virginians from 
the Eastern Shore, except one said to be from New York.”

PEnNsyLvAnta.—Second Regiraent.—A battalion drill of 
Cos. F, G and I took place Friday evening, February 17. 
Equalized into four companies of twelve files each, the bat- 
talion was turned over by the adjutant to Colonel Dechart, 
who opened and closed ranks, and followed by the loadings 
and firings. The delivery to the front by wing, rank and 
company was fair; obliques, especially te the left, poor ; 
pieces being badly handled. The rear rank showed the want 
of company drilling by failing to carry the left or right foot, 
as the direction might require, to the proper position when 
aiming. Right of companies rear into column, commenced 
the foot movements, and, as usual, was not a success ; how- 
ever, a repetition was much better and almost perfect. The 
wheel into line was crowded.

lations, the whole order has fallen into desuetude.
